yesterday's session when the prose- 
cution offered evidence to show that 
on the two days previous to the 
murder Mrs. Febuary and Christy 
had indulged in revelry at two local 
hotels. | 

The announcement that Mrs. Feb- 
uary would be in court Thursday 
and the expectation to hear testi- 
mony of a sensational nature from 
her lips, brought a second day crowd 
of women and men. Early in the 
day, Judge Humphries ordered the 
doors closed. 

Although the trial has been rush- 
da, there was more speculation as 
to the whereabouts of Mrs. Feb- 
uary than the outcome of the jury's 
verdict. In the first place, the state 
used Mrs. Febuary’s testimony to 
cause a grand jury indictment 
against Albright and then failed to 
call her as a witness. On the oth- 
er hand, it was thought that the 
defense would need her testimony 

to prove that Christy made threat- 

ening remarks to Albright on the 
trolley car a short time before the 
fatal shooting. The court room was 
astir with curiosity, as both the 
state and the defense closed with- 
out calling the woman about whom 
go many rumors have been current. 
Juror Falls in Faint. 
The morning session was featured 
the halting of proceedings when 
 F. Burch, a member of the jury, 
fainted as the blood-stained clothes 
of the dead man were exhibited by 
Dr. Frank Eskridge, who was dem- 
| strating just how the bullets en- 
rea Christy’s body. No sooner had 
the juror fainted than Attorney 
Reuben Arnold, chief of counsel for 
the defense, moved for a new trial, 
basing his request on the fact that 
the fainting might injure the posi- 
tion of his client. Judge Humphries, 
after talking with the juror, ordered 

a recess of fifteen minutes and the 

trial was continued. 

’ The alleged actions of Mrs. Feb- 
wary with Christy and Edward Salle, 

a discharged soldier, of Camp Gor- 

don, came as a surprise, especially 

as the prosecution was the one to 
bring out that portion of the testi- 
.maony. In all of the testimony given 
against the Febuary woman and the 
linking of evidence against several 
men, never once during the trial 
was the name of Albright brought

UNION CREWS TO RUN 
COMMANDEERED FLEET 


Will Operate on Wage 
Scale Recently Agreed 
Upon With the Railroad 
Administration. 


New York, March 13.—Comman- 
deering by the government of a 
fleet of harbor craft sufficient to 
restore traffic in New York’s strike- 
bound harbor to normal conditions 
has been decided upon by officials 
of the army, navy and United 
States shipping board, according to 
apparently authentic reports to- 
night. 

If the boats are taken over by 
government agencies they will be 
manned by union crews operating 
under a basic eight-hour day on 
the wage scale recently agreed 
upon with the raflroad administra- 
tion. . 
Officials of the New York Boat 
Owners’ association, whose refusal 
to grant boat workers’ demands 
after the workers had refused to 
abide by a national war labor board 
award, precipitated the strike, as- 
serted that the B. McLain Trans- 
portation company already had been 
informed by government officials 
that its boats would be comman- 
deered unless they were immediate- 
ly chartered to the government. 

Thomas L. Denahunty, president 
of the marine workers’ affiliation, 
after attending a meeting of the 
army, navy and shipping board of- 
ficials, declared there was “‘no doubt 
but what the government will com- 
mandeer the boats of the private 
[owners if they refuse to charter 
them.” 

To Restore Normal Conditions. 

James L. Hughes, federal concil- 
'yato¥r, who has been working for a 
settlement of the strike for several 
days, issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The army, navy and shipping 
board have arranged to put the rail- 
road administration wage scale and 
working conditions into effect and 
negotiations are progressing favora- 
bly toward complete and satisfac- 
tory settlement which will restore 
normal conditions and serve the in- 
terest of the general public.” 

Officials of the government de- 
partments interested declined to 
confirm the report that they were 
planning to commandeer’. harbor 
craft. 

The difficulty in obtaining coal 
for army and navy ships was solved 
when representatives of both 
branches of the service chartered 
twelve boats from a private firm 
to carry coal to these vessels, Union 
men agreed to operate the boats on 
condition that they were used sole- 
ly for government work. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels to- 
day directed Rear Admiral Usher, 
commandant of the third naval dis- 
trict, not to-allow the use of navy 
tugs to tow coal barges for private 
firms. This was in answer to an 
appeal by Frank Hedley, general 
manager of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit company, that naval tugs 
be permitted to tow the barges of 
two private firms engaged in sup- 
plying the company with fuel. 
SETTLEMENT NEAR, 
OFFICIALS SAY. 

Washington, March 13.—On_ the 
basis of information reaching them 
today, officials of the labor and 
navy departments believed an early 
settlement of the strike of boat 
workers employed by private con- 
cerns at New York was in sight. 

Official advices to the navy de- 
partment said the New York Tow- 
boat exchange had guaranteed to 
deliver all coal required by the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit company 
and thus prevent a tie-up of trans- 
portation facilities in New York 
city. Officials interpreted this mes- 
sage as meaning that the exchange 
had agreed to meet the demands of 
their employees, as they regarded 
this as the only means open to the 
exchange to operate enough boats 
to supply the transportation com- 
pany’s fuel needs. 

Department of labor officials were 
advised that some of fhe private 
boat owners were willing to accept 
proposals of their employees, but 
the message did not say how many 
owners had reached this decision. 

Two steps taken by the war and 
navy departments were expected by 
officials to hasten the end of the 
strike. One was the refusal today 
to permit army and navy floating 
property at New York to be used 
to move coal into Manhattan and 
Brooklyn. The war department held 
that such use of its craft would be 
in violation of the agreement with 
its employees, while the navy de- 
partment was advised by its legal 
officers that such action would bé" 
illegal. 

Decision of the two departments 
to give employees on their harbor 


craft at New York the same wages 
and living conditions as provided 
by the railroad administration for 
its .workers also was expected

ACCUSER OF CODY 
FRED BY BOARD 


Fred A. Straub Discharg- 
ed by Firemasters Board 
and Homer Daniels Sus- 
pended Pending Trial. 


Fred A. Straub was 
from the Atlanta fire department 
Thursday afternoon and Homer 
Daniels was suspended until Friday 
of next week, when he will be tried 
by the board of firemasters. ; 

Straub, a fireman, and Daniels, a 
signal operator, were the prosecu- 
tors against Chief W. B. Cody in 
the sensational investigation that 
was made a few weeks ago into the 
affairs of the department, and the 
above action was taken Thursday 
afternoon in executive _— session, 
after a long meeting of the fire- 
masters, during which there was 
much heated discussion. 

Straub had presented his resigna- 
tion to the board shortly after filing 
a number of sensational charges 
against his chief officer, charging 
the chief with incompetency and 
unkindness to the men, but the 
board refused to accept the resigna- 
tion, voting to discharge the former 
fireman of No. 11 engine house from 
the force. 

Daniels Refore Board. 

In the case of Homer R. Daniels, 
the signal operator, who also filed 
serious charges against Chief Cody, 
a plea was made for mercy and 
Daniels was called before the board 
members to make a statement. He 
told of the part he had taken in 
the alleged conspiracy against Cody, 
of the meetings said by witnesses 
to have been held in his room at 
the Grand building, and named a 
number of men with wftom he had

Feachers Will Back Tax 
Rate Raise and Will Use

At a meeting Thursday afternoon, 
Which taxed the capacity of the 
chamber of commerce auditorium of 
the Atlanta Council of Parent- 
Teacher associations, an enthusias- 
tic stand was taken by those pres- 
ent in favor of the increased tax 
rate, which will be voted on April 
23, and of woman suffrage cover- 
ing all votable questions. 

‘The sentiment on the first propo- 
sitf§n was taken for granted, since 
it means increased revenue for 
schools; but the matter of suffrage 
came up when resolutions favoring 
this measure of justice for women 
were read by the president. They 
were unanimously adopted with a 
rising vote and much applause. 

The council president, Mrs. E. H. 
Ginn, was in the chair, and intro- 
duced the speakers, Edgar Neely, 
president of the Atlanta School Im- 
provement association; C. E. Phil- 
lips, president of the Atlanta Teach- 
ers’ association; Fred Winburn, of 
the board of education, and Mayor 
James L. Key. 

Fifty-Cent Tax Rate. 

Each of these talked from a dif- 
ferent viewpoint of the advantages 
which will be derived by the schools 
from the 50-cent tax, which will be 
turned over to the schools, if the 
rate is returned to $1.50 next month.

Watterson Heads 
Body to Oppose 
League of Nations 


Organization to Fight the 
Constitution as Now 
Drawn and ‘‘Keep Pub-| 
lic Informed” on Peace 
Conference. 


Washington, March 13.—Prelimi- 
nary plans for the formation of a 
national non-partisan organization 
designed to keep the American peo- 
ple better informed as to events 
at the peace conference and to op- 
pose acceptance of the constitution 
of the league of nations as now 
draw were made at a conference 
today between Senators Reed, of 
Missouri, democrat, and Borah, of 
Idaho, and Poindexter, of* Washing- 
ton, republicans, and George Whar- 
ton Pepper, a lawyer of Philadel- 
phia. 

After the conference it was an- 
nounced that Henry Watterson, 
former publisher of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, would be president 
of the organization, with Mr. Pep- 
per as directing supervisor. It was 
said that many senators who have 
been active in opposition to ap- 
proval of the league constitution 
would support the organization. 

Senator Reed announced that a | 
statement outlining the purposes of 
the organization would be issued 
within a few days. One purpose, it 
Was explained, would be the co- 
ordination of various local bodies 
that have been formed over the 
country in opposition to the league. 
Present plans call for establishment 
of a speakers’ bureau and the con- 
ducting of an intensive campaign 
of publicity throughout the country. 
Senators said the organization would 
be supported by voluntary contri- 
butions, and that headquarters prob- 
ably would be established at New 
York.

Berlin, Wednesday, March 
(By the Associated Press.)—Re- 
ports from Paris to the effect that 
the peace treaty will provide that 
Poland shall have Danzig and that 
a buffer state shall be formed 
along the Rhine, have stirred up 
the German-press, both conserva- 
tive and radical. 

“It is to be hoped there is nobody 
in Germany who would suffer such 
a treaty to be signed,” says The 
Tageblatt. 

The Lokal Anzeiger says. 

“We regard it as absolutely cer- 
tain that these demands will be 
rejected if they are made.” 

The newspaper says that if Dan- 
zig were given to the Poles they 
would get little enjoyment from it. 

“This stolen property,” it de- 
clares, “would burn in their Rands.”’

Washington, March o.— Efforts 
to add four members to the republi- 
can steering committee of the next 
house, which is directing the gen- 
eral course of legislation in the 
next congress, regarded by leaders 
as influencing the party platform 
of 1920, were defeated today at the 
final meeting of the committee on 
committees which framed the 
house organization.. The proposal 
was voted down, 155 to 36, but it 
was said an attempt might be made 
to reject the committee's action at 
the party conference, which will be 
held just before congress recon- 
venes. 

After the action of the commit- 
tee, Representatives Longworth, of 
Ohio, and Johnson, of South Dakota, 
issued protests, the Ohio member 
charging that the net resuit of all 
the work of the committee was 
“the most complete sort of a tri- 
umph for reactionism,” and_ the 
South ‘Dakota representative de- 
claring that the failure to increase 
the membership of the steering 
committeé was “a serious mistake.” 
Both intimated that they would 
éarry the fight to the party con- 
ference.

Hines 
yesterday issued a statement calling 
upon all railway clerks of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rajl- 
way to submit their grievances to 
the railroad’s board of adjustment, 
that Major Genera] George H. Cam- 
eron, commander of Camp Gordon, 
has been asked to fill Positions of 
striking clerks with soldiers, and 
that officials of the various railroad 
Offices affected by the strike have 
announced that they will immedi- 
ately fill vacated positions, repre- 
sentatives of the striking clerks 
early this morning stated that they 
have not changed their position in 
the slightest and are more deter- 
mined in their plans than ever be- 
fore. 

Up until an early hour Friday 
morning the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Clerks was in secret session at 
the Red Men’s Wigwam, with mem- 
bers of the Brotherhoods of Rail- 
way Trainmen, Engineers, Conduce 
tors and Shop Craft. 

An All-Night Session, 

At 1 o'clock Friday morning of- 

ficials of the clerks stated tha 


announced that the meeting would 
last all night, 

Reports were flying thick and 
fast to the effect that several rail- 
road brotherhoods had definitely de- 
cided to combine with the striking 
clerks and to go on a sympathetic 
strike. 

Officials of the clerks refused to 
verify this rumor, but added that 
the other railroad brotherhoods are 
With the clerks in their conten- 
tions.

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FOUR TREATIES 
WILL BE SIGNED 


Pact With Germany Will 
Be Completed First and 
Others With Austria, 
Turkey and _ Bulgaria 
Will Follow. 


Paris, March 13.—Captain Andre 
Tardieu, of the French peace dele- 
gation, today held his usual weekly 
conference with the newspaper cor- 
respondents. Responding to an in- 
quiry whether it is possible that the 
peace treaty will be signed by 
March 20, Captain Tardieu said he 
believed such a contingency quite 
impossible, although he expected 
great progress to be made within 
the next week. Four treaties will 
be necessary, one each with Ger- 
many, Austria, Turkey and Bulga- 
ria, Captain Tardieu explained, and 
these, he said, probably would not 
be signed together. The treaty with 
Germany being the most important, 
would be signed first. The others 
would be drawn along similar lines 
and would place a limitation of ar- 
maments upon the other central 
powers, but there was less hurry 
about framing these, Captain Tar- 
dieu added. 

Asked if the signing of peace 
would permit Germany to resume 
commercial activity, Captain Tar- 
dieu said the financial and commer- 
cial sections of the treaty would 
contain important regulations of en- 
emy trade, but that shipping will 
be resumed under certain reserva- 
tions. 


Answering an inquiry whether the | 


Germans would be permitted to come 
to Paris to sign the peace treaty, 
Captain Tardieu said it was not cer- 
tain that the Germans would be 
summoned to Paris—that the confer- 
ence had not decided this point. 


Labor Meeting Here. 


The labor commission has decid- 
ed to recommend that the first 
meeting of the International Labor 
conference be held at Washington 
in October, if the United States gov- 
ernment will consent to convene it. 
This official announcement was 
made tonight. 

An official announcement this 
evening says the labor commission 
today completed the third reading 
of the British draft convention, with 
the exception of two articles, which 
were left for final decision next 
Monday.

right in front of the jury box, as 
he did not believe Albright’s voice 
would carry. Judge Humphries over- 
ruled this plea. 

Albright on Stand, 

“Gentlemen of the jury, I want 
to tell you in my own way the man- 
ner in which the shooting occurred 
and my relations to the Febuary 
household,” said Albright. “I want 
to tell vou why I am not and have 
not been in uniform like other of my 
boy friends. When this country en- 
tered the great world war, I wanted 
to enlist. I received my mother’s 
permission and went te @ ‘ocal re- 
cruiting office. Tnere i was turned 
down. I was disgusted, but went 
back to my work as a chemical en- 
gineer and draughtsman and await- 
ed my call in the draft law. 

“The same thing happened in the 
draft law as far as me seeing actual 
combat. Owing to a physical disa- 
bility, I was placed in Class 5 over 
my own protest and the pleas of my 
mother who wanted me to do my bit. 
I tried and was turned down, so I 
did all I could. 

“Ten years ago my mother moved 


from South Carolina to Atlanta and 
opened a boarding house at 30-32 
East Cain street. One of the first 
couples to arrive at my mother’s 
place was Mr. and Mrs. Gay C. Feb- 
uary. At that time, I was not quite 
15 years of age and helped my moth- 
er as best I could by waiting on ta- 
ble after school hours. 

“As time went on, Mr. Febuary 
became very friendly toward me. He 
took a fatherly interest in me. I 
had no father to take me to pic- 
tures and to accompany me to base- 
ball games. Mr. Febuary saw to it 
that I had a lot of this pastime. His 
wife was always very friendly to- 
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ward me, and [I just learned to like 
them both first through kindness 
and then by friendship. 

“When I grew to marthood, I did 
not forget the many nice things 
Mr. Febuary had done for me. 
Again I liked to play cards and both 
Mr. and Mrs. Febuary are very good 
card players. I very often went to 
their home to while away time’ in 
this line of sport. 


Invited te Card Party. 


“January 2, the day of the shoot- 
ing, Mr. Febuary calied me by phone 
and asked that I come to hig house 
that night for a game and that 
should bring my brother, Dr. Al- 
bright, with me. We both decided 
to go. When evening came, the 
rain was falling fast and it was 
cold. I called Mr. Febuary and asked 
that the evening’s entertainment be 
cancelled owing to the weather. I 
reasoned on this subject, but r. 
Febuary said that several in the 
party had already started for the 
home. 

“On the evening in question 1] 
had about $400 and my brother 
about half that sum in our pockets. 
Knowing the situation ef the Feb- 
uary home, I opened my trunk and 
took from the bottom tray, my re- 
volver. Then I opened the cham- 
ber and extracted the first bullet 
so that the space over the trigger 
would be vacant. I slipped the re- 
volver into my pocket and in com- 
pany with my brother started for 
the trolley car. 

“Weather conditions placed the 
trolley cars on an irregular sched- 
ule and we were forced to wait a 
long while.. When the car did come 
along, we both boarded and as the 
car was crowded, we stood in the 
aisle. Presently, I saw Mrs. Febu- 
ary, who motioned me to come and 
take the seat beside her. This I 


' did. 


“As soon as I sat down with Mrs. 
Febuary, she complained of the ac- 
tions of Christy, who was sitting 
in the seat ahead of her, and who 
was half turned so that he could 
converse with Mrs. Febuary. She 
told me to pay no attention to what 
he said, as he was drunk. 

“One time I was talking to Mrs. 
Febuary and Christy turned com- 
pletely around and asked me what 
I was talking about. I replied that 
I was talking to Mrs. Febuary. His 
eyes looked daggers at me and 
there was a very mean expression 
on his face. 

Threatens Trouble. 

“Christy then demanded that Mrs. 
Febuary leave me and sit with him. 
This she refused to do. Then he 
said that unless she would change 
positions, he (Christy) would start 
trouble. Mrs. Febuary then said 
to Christy that he should not start 
any trouble in the car. He became 
more irritable with time. 

“Then Christy said that he was 
going to go home with Mrs, Feb- 
uary. My seat mate told him ’that 
her husband knew that I was com- 
ing and that it would be perfectly 
proper for me to go with her. After 
this remark Christy turned com- 
pletely in his seat and said that he 
would kill me first rather than see 
me go. (At this point Albright 
grew excited and told the jurors 
that Christy looked him straight in 
the eye when he talked of killing.) 
Mrs. Febuary told me not to mind 
what Christy said and to be care- 
ful that he (Christy) was armed. 

“When we alighted from the car 
Mr. Febuary was there with an um- 
brella and the three of us started 
for the Febuary home, about 1,500 
feet away. We walked as fast as 
we could through the rain, sleet and 
deep pools of water. When Mr. Feb- 
uary saw Re man behind us, he asked 
who it was. 

“TIT knew it was Christy, but did 
not answer his question. I- real- 
ized that no man would have fol- 
lowed us in that storm unless: he 
meant trouble. I was afraid. My 
overcoat was up around my neck. 
We three were huddled under the 


one storm cover and my right hand 


was in my pocket, where my re- 
volver was secreted. I did not know 
when the attack would come, 
but I felt impending danger, 

“7; Want to See You.” 

“Just as we were about to go into 
the Febuary home, Christy ran up 
and said, ‘Say, come here, I want 
to see you.’ ‘Well, what do you 
want?’ I said, as I resumed my 
journey towards the stoop. 

“*Come out here,’ said Christy. 
Still backing towards the wooded 
section about the Febuary home. I 
followed and tried to reason. At 
the same time, my right hand was 
in my overcoat pocket and the 
loaded revolver tightly clutched in 
it. I tried to reason with Christy, 
but he said that he heard I was 
going to kill him. 

“Hello No. I have nothing 
against you. You are drinking to- 
night, go home and meet me some 
other time, and we can discuss it, 
Then he said that I was a d—n liar. 
With this expression, I knew he 
meant business. We assumed simi- 
lar positions. My left hand was ex- 
tended, so was his, our right hands 
were in our pockets, 

“T started back towards the 
porch. I saw him raise his pocket 
as if to shoot. (At this junction of 
his narrative, Albright raised his 
voice and sprang out of the witness 
chair and demonstrated to the 
jurors just how the shooting oe; 
curred.) I knew what was coming, 
for the warning given me by Mrs. 
Febuary was fresh in my mind. I 
pulled the gun from my pocket and 
fired at random. After I fired, I 
ran back into the house and told 
those there just what had happened. 

“Then I reloaded the revolver, for 
I did not think I hit Christy &nd 
I expected him to go into the Feb- 
uary home and resume the fight. 
There we soon found out what had 
happened and I awaited the police. 
I am sorry for the deed. I am sorry 
for the dead man and his mother, 
yet any man would have done ex- 
actly as I did. It was a case of 
shoot or be shot.” 

Those in the courtroom and law- 
yers who have grown old. in the 
courtrooms, said that the narrative 
of Albright and the manner in 
which he discussed the killing was 
one of the most dramatic scenes 
ever carried out in the local court 
chamber.

Question of Light, 

Practically the entire morning

Detectives Claude Jameson and H.

They declared that they hada 
secured an electrician to cut off 
the are lights at both corners, as 
they were said to have been on the 
night of the slaying. 

All declared that the column on 
the Febuary porch would have cast 
a shadow on the ‘spot where the 
dead man was found. Detectives 
Jameson: and Armstrong said that 
the experiment was made on a 
night when the stars were shining, 
but Sergeant Waggoner asserted 
that it was a cloudy night. For 
some reason, just before the state 
rested its case, C. F. von Herrman, 
the local weather prophet, was 
called for, but could not be founda 
in the witness room, 

R. W. Huey, an electrician em- 
ployed by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, said that he had 
been to the residence and examined 
the porch light, which he said was 
a 16 candle-power light, covered by 
a frosted globe. 

Mrs. Allison M. Fincher, a young 
woman neighbor of Mrs. Febuary, 
testified that she had seen Albright 
come to the Febuary home on Sun- 
day afternoon and in the evenings, 
always in company with some other 
person. 


Came in Morning. 

‘TIT had also seen Christy,” she 
said upon being cross-examined. 
“He most always came to the resi- 
dence in the morning alone. I have 
seen them both together very often, 
both en route to the Febuary rest- 
dence, and also in the business 
section. I never saw Christy in the 
neighborhood in the evenings.

Washington, March 13.—Director 
General Hines tonight called upon 
members of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Clerks employed by the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and .§ St. 
Louis railroad, who went on strike 
Tuesday demanding the discharge 
of the federal auditor of the rail- 
road, to submit their grievances to 
the railroad administration’s board 
of adjustment number three. Mr. 
Hines said the striking clerks had 
refused to take advantage of mi- 
chinery provided for such contro« 
versies “notwithstanding the fact 
that the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks of which they are members 
agreed to submit all grievances to 
that board and has a representative 
on that board.’

Col. William Avery Bish- 
op Declares All Ameri- 
can Aviators Made Good 
in Fighting Against the 
Germans. 


In a simple, modest way the great 
Canadian ace and the British army’s 
William Avery 
Bishop, told entertainingly last eve- 
ning at.the Auditorium of some of 
the most daring feats of aviation 
performed in the recent war, ascrib- 
ing his own victories, when he 
chanced to mention them, to a 
streak of friendly luck. To make 
his lecture more graphic he ex- 
hibited on the screen some marvel- 
ous. photographs which have been 
taken at heights varying fror 10,- 
000 to 24,000 feet In the air. 

Besides knowing every move of 
the aeronautic game, Colonel Bishop 
has a playful sense of humor and 
this lent color to the accounts of 
dangerous and unusual incidents. 
Not a word was lost by the eager 
audience who applauded most vigor- 
ously when the young aviator gave 
high credit to American flyers. 

“T never heard of one man in the 
American aviation corps who did not 
make good,” Colonel Bishop said, 


“and I want you to know that when | 
you read praises of their exploits | 


in your magazines you need not dis- 
credit the stories as being simply 
magazine boosts. The whole world 
is talking about the record Ameri- 
can aviators made in the war.” 
Aviators Irrepressible. 

He then explained that the only

To show who held the mastery of 
the air, Colonel Bishop told that the 
allies’ machines flew singly and 
across the enemy lines, while the 
Huns went in twos or threes for 
safety and did not come nearer 
than two or three miles to the al- 
lies’ lines. “Most of my 200 fights 
were behind the German lines,” he 
said, ‘‘not because I liked it, but 
because that was the only place I 
could find my prey.” 

Colonel Bishop's first solo flight, 
which he considers the most thril- 
ling moment of his career, was also 
his first victory, and he described 
with considerable acuteness the sen- 
sations which accompany such an 
experience. His last flight was his 
most successful, he said, for in 
twelve minutes on the last morning 
before he had to leave the front 
for England he engaged in several 
victorious fights and escaped from 
all the encounters with perfect 
safety. 

Among the pictures shown were 
several of the Hindenburg line, one 
of a gas attack taken 12,000 feet 
in the air, one of a bomb falling 
upon a plane and then a drawing 
iflustrating the manner in which 
the famous German ace, Richtofen., 
was killed. 

Aviator Shuns Publicity. 

He told of one young American

LANE DANCE HALL 
CASE CONTINUED 
IN POLICE COURT 


Alleging that he saw twenty 
women without escorts enter the 
Lane dancing academy and pay their 
own admission of 6 cents war tax, 
on the night of March 5, Officer 
Chapin stated yesterday in police 
court at the trial of Mrs. J. E. Lane, 
charged with violating the city 
dance hall ordinance, that he count- 
ed, in all, ‘thirty-one unescorted 
women during the course of the 
evening, and that of this number, 
seven did not register. The trial, 
continuing from 4 until 6:30 o'clock, 
was held over until this morning at 


10 o’clock, when the defense will 


place on the stand several more wit- 
nesses. 

Detective Arthur, who made out 
the case against Mrs. Lane, stated 
that carying out orders given him 
by Assistant Chief Poole to investi- 
gate all dance halls in the city, he 
went to the Lane dancing hall on the 
night of March 5 and, upon seeing 
quite a number of girls enter without 
escorts and go on the floor with 
partners a little later and dance, he 
asked Mrs. Lane is she allowed girls 
without male escorts to dance there. 

“Mrs. Lane replied, ‘Yes, I do, those 
I know,’” stated Arthur. “I made 
out a copy of the case against her 
and handed it to her. She said then, 
‘There are some girls I do not know,’ 
and asked me not to make out the 
case until Mr. Lane came back.” 
Arthur stated that he. saw several 
girls place 5 cents on the cash reg- 
ister and, without registering, g0 
on the floor. 

Detective Arthur further testified 
that he had visited Lane hall once 
before—on February 28—and had 
asked Mrs. Lane at that time if she 
were familiar with the provisions 
of the city ordinance, and had re- 
ceived the reply that she was famil- 
far with it, “that it was an old ordi- 
nance with her.” 

The defense introduced testimony 
that two detectives, paid by Mrs. 
Lane, are present at the dances to 
see that womenof bad character are 
not allowed to enter and register, 
and to see that every participant 
at the dances does register. Oficer 
Payne was introduced by the de- 
fense, and testified that, in the ab- 
sence of one of the private detec- 
tives, he had assisted the other on 
the night of March 5 to register those 
who came to Lane hall, and admitted 
that, in spite of his efforts, some 
girls did get by without registering.

The fact 
that railroads had again embargoed 
freight shipments to New York, and 
an acuté stage had once more been 
reached in the harbor strike there, 
counted also as a depressing influ- 
ence. Additional purchasing of Ar- 
gentine corn to come to the United 
States tended likewise to deprive 
the market of support except from 
profit-taking shorts.
